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As the world surges forward into an era of computers and 
electronics, Marian High School began its technological improvement 
with bold steps. This year, the school gained new technology that 
helped the school better the education process, cater to the students and 
assist the faculty in their duties. Many different components were 
brought together for the technological enhancement of Marian. Mr. 
Lancaster was hired to coordinate 
Marian's progress along the technology 
continuum. 

The main element of the 
improvement was the placement of anew 
computer in every room. Each teacher 
received either a desktop or a laptop 
computer for his or her use in the 
classroom. This one action allowed for 
many other advances within the school. 
The intranet, also known as the internal 
internet, was established to connect all of 
the classrooms and offices and permit the 
use of electronic mail to report grades, 
progress reports, and memos. Each classroom also gained access to the 
World Wide Web or Internet. 

Many improvements benefited the students as well. The most 
noticeable change was the addition of the Channel One Network. A 
television was installed in each classroom for the viewing of this ten 
minute program. This news channel designed especially for middle and 
high school students provided information dealing with world wide 
issues. Each topic brought new light to the different events going on 
around the country, and at the end of every broadcast, a brief pop quiz 
lightened the mood from the day's features.

Vision Athena provided a new distance learning component 
which allowed groups to meet though miles separated them. Witha big 
screen television and several video cameras, teachers held inservices, 
and field trips were taken without even having to leave the school. This 
distance learning capability gives students the opportunity to take 
classes offered at other schools. 

The final step in this year's 
improvement plan dealt with the safety of 
the students, faculty and their belongings. 
A "high tech" security system was 
installed in the school in order to prevent 
break-ins and unwanted trespassers. The 
system includes four video cameras and 
monitors, key pads, and a pass card to 
unlock the doors. The key pad and pass 
card check are located at every door of the 
building to allow teachers to enter the 
school before and after school. This 
system insures the happiness and 
protection of the students, faculty, and 
staff. 

All of these new technological advances have altered the 
school year. Rather than hearing about teachers putting grade checks 
on the back of attendance sheets we hear of "e-mailing" them. These 
changes have increased teacher efficiency and opened new windows 
for students. Changes are expected for the future as well. A multimedia 
computer lab, additional equipment to supplement the teachers' 
computers, and barcoding in the library are all improvements that can 
be expected in the near future at Marian. Marian High School will be 
prepared for the 21st century.

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Britain and the world 
bid farewell to Diana, Princess 
of Wales, on a September 
morning with a tribute rich in 
pageantry. Since her death in a 
car crash in Paris a week before, 
Great Britian had witnessed an 
outpouring of grief that forced 
a repentant monarchy to join 
in the kind of full celebration of 
Diana's life that the millions of 
people who flooded to London 
demanded. Her sons, William, 
15, and Harry, 12, stood in 
attendance, joined by their 
father, Prince Charles, and her 
brother, Earl Spencer, as the 
body was taken into 
Westminster Abbey. Millions 
packed the city for the funeral 
of Diana. It was a crowd 
unmatched since the end of 
World War II. More than a 
million bouquets by official 
count were stacked outside the 
royal palaces. 





The Florida Marlins became major league baseball's world champions 
in 1997, beating the Cleveland Indians in the World Series. Just 
five years old, the Marlins tied the Indians in the ninth inning of 
the seventh game and went on to win it all in the eleventh inning 
with a score of 3-2. The Indians last won the Series in 1948. 


Right: The 11,000 residents of the Caribbean Island of Montserrat witnessed first hand the devastation that a very 
active volcano can cause. The volcano belched ash and small rocks over several days in September and forced more 
than two-thirds the population to evacuate the island. 
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Mother Teresa was among the most well-known and highly respected 
women in the world in the later half of the twentieth century. In 1948 she founded 
a religious order of Roman Catholic nuns in Calcutta, India, called the Missionaries 
of Charity. Through this order, she dedicated her life to helping the poor, the sick 
and the dying around the world, particularly those in India. Her selfless work with 
the needy brought her much acclaim and many awards, including the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1979. She died at the age of 87 on September 5, 1997 of heart failure in 
her convent in Calcutta. 


The first component of the Mir space station was launched in 1986. Except 
for two brief gaps, the space station has been manned continuously ever since. It has made 
more than 60,000 trips around Earth. In 1994 the U. S. and Russia agreed to conduct joint 
missions aboard the station. The main Mir module, which provides living quarters for up 
to six people, has been orbiting seven years longer than planned. 


Far Left: The roving vehicle Sojourner, the first 
mobile explorer to land on another planet, landed on 
Mars in the summer of 1997 and gathered soil and 
rocks. Overcoming communications trouble and 
other setbacks, the Sojourner left the Mars Pathfinder 
landing craft. The robotic rover's six metal wheels 
rolled slowly down a ramp and came to a stop on the 
surface. The Sojourner began crawling around the 
surface of Mars, transmitting a flood of information 
to scientists back on Earth. 


United States Secretary of State Madeleine K. 
Albright was the most visible and active secretary of 
state since Henry Kissinger. She was the highest 
ranking woman in the history of the U.S. government, 
and she was admired and respected by diplomatic 
corps. Previously she served as President Clinton's 
ambassador to the United Nations and in foreign 
policy advisory positions for formerPresident 
Jimmy Carter.
